SHARON'S POSTOFFICE. 


THE BURNING OF DUCKWORTH AND 
EDWARDS IN EFFIGY.

“THE STATEMENTS OF BOTH SIDES 


Duckworth’s Democracy Asserted and De- 


nied—Alleged to be a Personal Quarrel— 
Duckworth in Possession. 


Barnett, Ga., February 10.—[{Special.}— 
Edward L. Duckworth was installed as post- 
master at Sharon today by Postoflice Inspec- 


_tor Tate. 


There were five deputy marshals at the 
gcene, but their services were not required, as 
Mo opposition was shown, and the transfer of 
the office was made very quietly. The charge 
that the people of Sharon are unwilling to tol- 
erate a republican as their postmaster is un- 
true, but it is the duplicity used by Duckworth 
that has aroused their just indignation, as he 
boasts of his democracy in the community, and 
pledges his allegiance to the republican party 
in Lis application for the office and in the com- 
munication to the department. 

DUCKWORTH’'S APPLICATION, 

When it was learned that Duckworth had 
secured the appointment, it was also rumored 
that it was accomplished by the indorsement 


.of several negro politicians upon a petition 


largely signed by irresponsible negroes. The 
citizens were indignant, and called a mass 
awmeeting for investigation, and Duckworth was 
{nvited before it. 

DUCKWORTH’S ANSWER. 

He attended the meeting, and when asked 
ifhe had obtained the appointment in the 
manner indicated, he denied it most emphati- 
cally, and asserted that he had violated no 
democratic principle in obtaining it, and the 
meeting adjourned until further developments 
could be made. A transcript of all the papers 
relating to the aypointment was obtained from 
Washington, when it was shown conclusively 
that his statements made in the meeting were 
utterly false. 

HIS LETTERS TO THE DETABTMENT. 

He has forfeited the confidence of the good 
people of the community, to whom he is very 
objectionable, and if the postoflice departmen: 
would investigate the. facts carefully, they 


“would hardly permit the people of Sharon to 


be aftiicted with him as an official very long. 

While he has held his commission about a 

month, he has never made any demand on the 

old postmaster for the oftice, and not an un- 

pleasant word has passed between them. 
FACED BY THE PUBLIC. 

The former postmaster asked him today, in 
presence of the inspector, if he had ever made 
any demand on him for the office, and he hung 
his head, and said, ‘‘no.”’ Still he has written 
several letters to the department, in which he 
has slandered and maligned our people, charg- 
ing a hostile demonstration, angry mobs, and 
that he could not hold out any longer, which 
caused the administration toapprehend trouble, 
uence their action. 

A CURIOUS REVELATION. 

A gentleman in Sharon who attended the 
adjourned meeting read a letter which Duck- 
worth had written him, expressing his regrets 
‘at being unable to attend, and saying: 

‘“‘Just as soon as I heard the names of ne- 
groes were on a petition I sent to Washington 
‘in my behalf, I forwarded my resignation as 
‘postmaster to the department at once, and I 
would not have the office for all the town is 
worth.’’ 

THE EXECUTION OF THE BOND. 

The bond was executed about 10 o’clock at 
night at the instance of N. C. Edwards, Duck- 
worth’s engineer, and who is responsible for 
‘nll of the mischief. In executing the bond, 
Edwards, Duckworth and the justice of the 
peace were present. The officer asked them to 
read what he was to witness. Edwards re- 
plied that it was not necessary, as it was only 
a private business matter between he and 
Duckworth. It wasa fraud upon the depart- 
ment as wellas the good people of Sharon. 
The inspectorisnow engagedin taking the 
interrogatories of prominent citizens. 


As Told by Croak’s Friends. 

W AsInGTon, Ga., February 10.—[{Special.]— 
The facts in regard to the postoftice at Sharon, 
are as follows: 

Duckworth, who has been appointed post- 
master, was a merchant at Sharon. He had 
been a clerk for Mr. Edwards. Edwards 
failed,and Duckworth wound-up the sale of 
his goods. 

WANTED THE PLACE BAD. 

Duckworth had professed to be a democrat, 
but seeing achance to get the postoftice, he 
Sentan application tothe postoffice depart- 
ment in which he promised to serve the repub- 
lican party. This was accompanied by a peti- 
tion signed, as the people of Sharon state, by 
negroes, minors and non-residents. It is said 
a few white residents signed it. He was ap- 
pointed, and when accused, denied that he had 
got up a petition signed by negroes. 

THE EVIDENCE SECURED. 

The people of Sharon wrote to Washington 
City, and had a copy of the application and 
petition sent to them. Then they had an 
indignation meeting and burnt Duckworth in 
efligy, and asked him to resign. He finally 
left Sharon, and informed the postoffice depart- 
ment that he thought his tife to be in danger. 

THE AUTHORITIES INTERFERE. 

The department sent two inspectors, Clark 
and Tate, and four United States marshals to 
Sharon, to settle the matter. Today he was 
put in possession of the _ postoftice. The 
United States officers, however, have not left, 
but are taking evidence in the case. 

DUCKWORTH IN CONTEMPT. 

The truth seems to be, the people of Sharon 
had a contempt for Duckworth, and were not 
slow to express it in many ways. He does not 
appear to have beenin any personal danger, 
unless some drunken fool precipitated trouble. 
But the wiser heads now see the danger and 
folly of a conflict with the United States gov- 
ernment, and will prevent tronble. Duck- 
worth will carry on the oftice without molesta- 
tion now, it is believed. 


The Other Side. 

WARRENTON, Ga., February 10.—[Special.]— 
Messrs. Edwards and Duckworth, the two gen- 
tlemen who figured so conspicuously in the 
Sharon postoffice affair, have been in Warren- 
ton. There statements of the affair are as fol- 


lows: 


MR. EDWARDS'S STATEMENT. 

Some months ago Mr. Barnes, the republi- 
€an postmaster at Thomson, Ga., while at 
Sharon, met Mr. Edwards, and asked if he 
could recommend Mr. E. L. Duckworth, his 
friend and former clerk, who is a true demo- 
crat. Mr. Barnes and Mr, Edwards proceeded 
to secure the position for Mr. Duckworth. A 
petition was circulated and signed by many 
democrats of that district, recommtnding Mr. 
Duckworth for the position. 

REPUBLICAN INDORSEMENTS. 

They also secured the indorsement of the 
leading republicans of the state, including 
Colonel A. E. Buck. The appointment was 
given him abouttwo weeks ago. When the 
news reached the little town the friends of

in the strongest language and burning them in 
effigy.

has been residing fer some time. His democ- 
racy is unquestioned in this country. Mr.

A PERSONAL MATTER. 

It is believed by many that the present 
trouble grew out of a personal difficulty be- 
tween Mess Croak, ex-postmaster, and Ed- 
wards, and this is why Croak and his 
friends took such an active part against Mr. 
Duckworth. 

The Chronicle’s Statement, 

Aveusta, Ga., February 10.—[Special.]— 
Two postoffice inspéctors and one United 
States marshal are now at Sharon, investi- 
gating the posteftice trouble there. It is 
asserted by the citizensin Sharon that Duck- 
worth, who has heretofore been a democrat, 
turned republican for the sake of the office. 
In a card to the Chronicle, which will 
be published tomorrow,j N. C. Edwards, 
Duckworth’s friend, against whom the indig- 
nation of the citizens was also directed, states 
that Duckworth is a democrat, as were the two 
other applicants, and this fact was stated in 
his application. The Chronicle says the 
whole affair is a very small sensation. There 
will be no obstruction anywhere in Georgia to 
republican officials discharging the duties of 
the offices to which they are appointed by the 
president. 


Marshal Buck’s Story. 

Deputy Marshals Scott and Campbell, who 
were sent down Friday night to investigate the 
postoflice trouble at Sharon, Taliaferro county, 
are still in Sharon.

He toid of 
how he was made tosign a letter of resigna- 
tion, and of the coftin being left at his door.

“THE POSTMASTER IS A DEMOCRAT. 

‘‘He is a liberal democrat, to be sure, but he 
says they lie when they call him a republican. 

“The fellow who was turned out and his 
friends would have made the same kick no 
matter who was appointed. They are not 
doing al] this because Duckworth is a republi- 
can, but simply because he succeeded one of 
their friends. They are trying to run him off 
and get possession of the office again.” 


CHARLES EMORY SMITH 


Appointed Minister to Russia by the Presi- 
dent—Other Washington News. 

WASHINGTON, February 10.—Among the 
nominations sent to the senate today were 
those of Charles Emory Smith, of Philadei- 
phia, to be envoy extraordinary and minister 
plenipotentiary to Russia, and J. Fenner Lee, 
of Maryland, to be secretary of legation at 
Rio Janeiro. Mr. Lee is now chief clerk of the 
state department, appointed by Secretary 
Bayard. 

The president has signed the proclamation 
opening the Sioux reservation,in South Dakota. 
to settlement. He has also issued an order 
establishing land offices at Pierre and Chamber- 
lain.

OF GEORGIA 


PREFERS TO REMAIN IN THE HOUSE 


Where He Is in Liné of Promotion for the 
Speakership—Congress to Manipulate 
the Ohio Delegation. ; 


Wasuixcton, February 10.—[Special.}— 
Judge Crisp’s friends here think it would be 
very unwise for him to enter the gubetna-— 


torial race, notwithstanding the unanimous } 


opinions of the press of Georgia -that he gould 
be made governor if he would become a candi- 
date. 

HE STANDS: IN THE LEAD. 

He has made a reputation in copgress 
which few Georgians have attained. “He 
stands téday side by side with Carlisle. ‘They 
are the two great leaders of the party in the 
house of representatives. With Carlisle out 
of the race, Judge Crisp will be the next 
speaker of the house. Within the hundred 
years of congress Georgia has only had | ne 
speaker, Howell! Cobb, in the thirty-fifalr or 
thirty-sixth congress. 

IN LINE OF PROMOTION. 

Now that she hasa man whois in line of 
promotion to be made speaker, it would, im 
deed, be an unwise course for him to be taken 
away to fill another oftice. Judge Crisp is 
satisfied with his present position, and would 
perhaps, not consent to change it for any posi- 
tion within the gift of the people of Georgia. 

LET HIM EKCOME SPEAKER. 

The greatest honor that can be conferred 
upon him by Georgia will be to send him back 
to congress ahd let him become speaker of the 
house of representatives. 

ANOTHER VILLAINOUS SCHEME. 

Representative Wickham, of Ohio, today 
sprung a surprise on the house, which has 
stirred up the demccrats almost as much as 
some of Speaker Reed's rulings. 

It wasin the shape of a bill to require that 
the congressmen elected from the state of Ohio 
to the next congress shall be elected from the 
districts as now constituted in that state. The 
purpose of the bill is to prevent the state from 
being gerrymandered by the present demo- 
cratie legislature. 

NOT SO INNOCENT, 

At first the bill appeared to be to call atten- 
tion to the proposed gerrymandering of the 
districts in Ohio by its present democratic leg- 
islature, but Mr. Wickham says he intends to 
push it to passage, as itis based on the fourth 
section of the first article of the constitution, 
which says that comgress may, at any time, 
change the regulations in any state uniler 
which congressmen are elected. The Qhio 
democrats have been counting on the present 
democratic legislature to gerrymander the state 
in such manneras to make at least thirteen 
out of the twenty-one congressmen, democrats. 

LIKE A BONBSHELL, ; 

A few years ago the republicans gerryman- 
dered the state and now have sixteex of ie 
twenty-one congressmen. The democrats up 
to the present time were confident this could 
be almost reversed, but this Wickham has 
fallen into the democratic party like a bomb- 
shell, for they Know that the republicans will 
vote for it, and that Reed will put it through, 
whether or not the democrats vote.

Bills for the Erection of Public Buildinzs— 
The Biair Bill, Etc. 

WASHINGTON, February 10.—Bills making 
appropriations for public buildings were re- 
ported to the senate and placed on the 
calendar as follows: Sterling, Ill., $50,000; 
Oakland, Cal., $300,000; Cheyenne, W. T., 
$150,000; Chester, Pa., $100,000; Helena, 
Mont., $150,000; Salf Lake City, Utah, $500,- 
000; Stockton, Cal., $85,000; Mammoth, Hot 
Springs, Yellowstone, National park, $10,000; 
Pawtucket, Rh. I., $100,000; Woonsocket, R. 
I., $100,000: Portland, Oregon, $500,000, 
Hindsoas; oN. Y¥., $100,000 ; Virginia 
City, Nevada, $75,000;  Hasting. . Ne- 
braska, $150,000; Dallas, Oregon, $100,000; 
Salem, Oregon, $100,000; Stillwator, Minn.- 
$100,000; Reno, Nevada, $75,000, and San 
Diego, Cal., $300,000. 

On motion of Mr. Gibson the senate bill ap- 
propriating $800,000 for a site for a public 
building at New Orleans, was taken from the 
calendar and passed. 

The senate resumed consideration of the bill 
to provide a temporary government for the 
territory of Oklahoma. 

PLUMB OFFERS AN AMENDMENT. 

Mr. Plumb offered an amendment to include 
within the boundaries of the territory all that 
tract of land bounded on the east by the 100th 
meridian. on the south by she state of Texas, 
on the west bv the territory of New Mexico. 
and on the north by the states of Colorado and 
Kansas. aud known as the public landstrip (or 
no man’s land.) 

Objection was raised that the country de- 
scribed in Mr. Plumb’s amendment was not 
contiguous to that described in the bill. 

After a long debate the question was taken 
on Mr. Pan, Toe amendment, and the vote was: 
Yeas 14, nays 18—no quorum. 

After the call of the roll and the ascertain- 
ment of the presence of a quorum, the bill was 
laid aside without final action on Mr. Plumb’s 
amendment and the bill to aid in the establish- 
ment and temporary suppert of common 
schools was taken up as “unfinished busi- 
ness.”’ 

MR. BLAIR’S BILL AGAIN. 

Mr. Blair resumed his argument in fayor of 
the bill. Heread extracts from reports of 
school commissioners in New York, Con- 
necticut, Rhode Island and other states, show- 
ing the bad state of things therein a public 
school point of view, and declared the condi- 
tion of education in the north was most dan- 
gerous, and that the northern people might as 
weii get over their self-righteous notions that 
they were much better off than their neigh- 
bors in the southern states. He notifted the 
senators that ifthey defeated the bill they 
would deserve and would suffer the utmost 
condemnation at the hands of an outraged 
people, or, at all events, at the hand of pos- 
terity that would call them to account if no- 
body did today. 

Mr. Allison asked Mr. Blair, as he had been 
speaking nearly two hours, to yield the floor 
for other business. ‘ 

Mr. Blair said he was under the impression 
that he would require to speak two or three 
days more, as the facts which he had he de- 
sired to go to the senate and country, but 
with the senators having matters pressing 
u them, he would be under the necessity 
of extending a little courtesy to them, as he 
wished to receive as much in return.

The changes were such aS would enable the will 
of the majority to be ascertained and expressed 
with accuracy and with the utmost expediency 
consistent with fair and due _ debate‘ 
and consideratione He defended 
the proposed change prohibiting the 
speaker from entertaining dilatory motions. 
No speaker would dare to refuse to entertain a 
motion util it was patent to everybody that it 
was dilatory, and then the speaker should re- 
fuse to entertain it. He denied that the pro- 

osed rule was tyrannical; but if it was, then 
it was tyranny sustained by a majority of the 
house. If he had to choose between the tyr- 
anny of the constitution, a majority responsible 
to the people, and the tyranny of an irrespon- 
sible minority, he would stand by the consti- 
tution and so act as to let the majority rule. 

Discussing the rule permitting the speaker 
to count a quorum, he said thatif the demo- 
crats wanted to go tothe country as against 
the principle contained in the rule, the repub- 
licans were ready to meet them and let the 
people choose. But as sure as the republicans 
remained in the majority they would perform 
the functions that the constitution and the 
_— made it their duty to perform. 

Mr. Mills said that the proposed code would 
reverse the legislative action, and run back 
upon the track upon which the government 
had been rnnning forward fer a century. It

THE COTTON REPORTS. 


Nine-Tenths of the Crop Has Left the Plan 
tations. 

WASHINGTON, February 10.—Cotton returns 
of the department of agriculture for February 
gives local estimates of the proportion of the 
erop which has left the plantation. The con- 
solidation makes 90.4 per cent, leaving 9.6 
per cent to still go forward. About nine- 
tenths of the crop has, therefore, been re- 
ported insight, orin small stocks unreported 
in the hands of country merchants, or in tran- 
sit. The state averages are as follows: Vir- 
ginia 87, North Carolina 89, South Carolina 90, 
Georgia 90, Florida 93, Alabama 90, Missis- 
sippi 91, Louisana 89, Texas 92, Arkansas 90, 
Tennessee 87. The average date of the close 
of picking is about the same as last year in 
Georgia, Mississippi, Louisiana and Tennes- 
see, and is earlier in the Carolinas, Florida 
and Arkansas and later in Alabama and 
Texas. The average of county dates is De- 
cember 12, ranging from November to Jan- 
uary. The proportion of seed sold to oil mills 
but has been found difficult to estimate, 
is apparrently not much over twenty-five per 
cent of the crop, possibly between 900,000 and 
1,000,000 tons. The largest proportion reported 
is in Louisiana, followed by Georgia, Arkansas, 
Texas, Mississippi, Alabmaa and the Caro- 
linas. The average state prices as consoli- 
dated are: The Carolinas and Georgia, 18 cents 
per bushel; Tennessee, 17; Florida, 16; Ala- 
bama and Mississippi, 15; Louisiana, 14; Texas 
and Arkansas, 13.

Itis superiorin all states 
of the gulf coast. The per centage of lint 
from seed cotton is as follows: Virginia, 30;

WHIPPED BY WOMEN, 


Who Mask Themselves and Dress in Male 
Attire. 

CHARLESTON, S.C., February 10.—[Special.] 
A strange story comes from Allendale, a small 
hamlet in Barnwell county, near the scene of 
the recent lynching. Hattie Frazier, a negro 
woman and the mother of a mulatto child, was 
the victim of aqueer black cap outrage. The 
story of the outrage is thus related by a lady 
who recently arrived in the city: 

When the news of the butchery at Barnwell 
Courthouse reached the Allendale section, 
Hattie Frazier was one of the few negroes who 
did not join in the chorus in the condemnation 
of that act. On the contrary, she expressed 
the somewhat remarkable opinion that the 
murdered men only got what they deserved, 
and the opinion was very openly expressed. 
Since that time the woman has been in very 
bad odor with her race. She had received 
threats from time to time, but treated them 
with scorn. 

THE LYNCHEKS APPEAR. , 

One night last week the storm burst. While 
asleep in her house with her infant only a few 
weeks old, she was aroused by a noise indi- 
cating that some one was trying to get in at 
the door... Not suspecting anything she went 
out with her child in her arms to see what was 
the matter. Arriving at the door she was 
seized from behind and thrown down. Her 
infant was jerked from herarms and thrown 
onthe ground. She was then dragged toa 
distance from the house and _ sub- 
jected to the most brutal beating. The 
lynchers were in masculine attire, and wore 
black masks and caps. After beating the 
woman nearly to death, they left her with a 
warning that they would return the next night 
and finish her, if she was found in the neigh- 
ee After the departure of the black 
caps, the woman dragged herself back to her 
house, where she found her child lying on the 
ground. Thenext day she identified two of 
her assailants. 

THEY WERE ALL WOMEN. 

They were negro women living in her vicin- 
ity, and were at once arrested and lodged in 
jail. These women turned state’s evidence, 
and confessed that the flogging was done by a 
band of from twenty to thirty negro women, 
who were dressed in male attire 
with black masks and caps, and 
who undertook to punish their 
viction for the expression of her opinion. Upon 
their testimony fifteen negro women residing 
in the vicinity, were arrested, According to 
the testimony of the two women arrested, the 
women had disguised themselves as men with 
the intention of creating the impression that the 
outrage had ben committed by men. The af- 
fair has created considerable excitement in 
Barnwell county. Greai efforts wereaade to 
keep the matter quigt, but the story leaked 
out today. 


INTO THE RESERVATION. 


The Exciting Race for the New Lands 
Opened for Settlement. 

CHAMBERLAIN, 8S. D., February 10.—The 
report of a cannon this afternoon startled the 
crowd camped here, waiting an opportnnity to 
get reservation lands, which turned out to be a 
signal for the crowd of town site boomers, who 
were secreted in the heavy timbers,in American 
Island, to get ttpon the covered bottoms on 
the west side of the river.. Immediately the 
parts of various combinations sent here for the 
purpose of securing this tract were in motion 
and teams with loads of lumber were started 
on a dead run across the river, but it was evi- 
dent that the local town site boomers had se- 
cured an advantage by reason of their close 
proximity to the lands. It, was a 
grand sight viewed from the high 
bluffs on the east side of the river to see the 
teams dashing across the river up the bluff on 
American island, and finally being lost to sight 
in the heavy timber which covers the island, 
and several thousand people gathered there on 
the bluff to see as many mdre take part in this 
exciting event. The Ifdian police, to the 
number of nearly 100, had been pluced as a 
guard to*prevent any premature invasion, but 
they stood dazed und helpless as they viewed 
the irresistable force for the reservation. The 
most novel sight wasthe moving of a large 
building, under which had been placed heavy 
timbers and wheels. This, like other wagons, 
was pulled across the river by galloping horses.

SEVEN WERE DROWNED. 


The Accident to a Towboat at Memphig¢ 
Yesterday. 

Mermpnis, February 10.—The towhoat Port 
Eads, Captain Nelson Davis, of the St. Louis 
and Mississippi Valley Transportation come 
pany, was sunk at 7 o’clock this morning, af 
the new railroad bridge two miles below the 
city. She carried a crew of about forty men, 
and fora time the wildest rumors prevailed, 
and the loss of life was placed at from twenty- 
five to thirty-five, but it is now known that 
only seven persons, all colored, were drowned. 

The Port Eads had tow of six grain-ladem 
barges, and one fuel barge, destiried for New 
Orleans from Cairo. They passed the city 
shortly before 7 o’clock this morning, running 
in a heavy fog. Hugging the Tennessee shore, 
the steamer approached the bridge as slowly 
as possible, but,owing to the dense fog,she was 
unable to locate the sunken pier. A moment 
later she was seen to stop suddenly, hang sta- 
tionary for a minute, and ther swing around 
with heavy force and settle on one side. The 
men ran from every direction to the 
yawl, fighting each other in panic stricken dea 
peration toreach it. One man detached the 
ropes holding it, and was about to climb in, 
when the water rushed in over the boat’s deck 
and all ran to the other side. Another wave 
closed over the boat’s deck and all ran to the 
opposite side, when she settled lower. Ten 
the crew were taken to the United States hog 
pital, near by, suffering from cuts and bruises: 
and the remainder will be cared for.

LANCASTER, Pa., February 10.—Ellis Bird, 
cashier of Lincoln National bank, in thig 
county, is a defaulter to the extent of $25,000, 
His operations have extended over a considere 
able period, and the money was used to assisf 
an Ephrata firm. Bird, whois a young man, 
has no means of his own, but his bondsmen 
are liable for $25,000, which amount will probe 
ably coverthe deficit. The defaulter is no€ 
believed to have profited by the robbery, the 
whole amount being swallowed up in the busi- 
ness of the Ephrata firm where large sums 
were lost. The directors claim to have been 
deceived by Bird, who doctored the books and 
advanced large sums without their knowledge.

WEFEAT OF THE MORMONS IN THE 
SALT LAKE ELECTION. 
The Mormons Claim That the Election Was 
Carried, by Fraud and Say They 
Will Contest It. 
SaLct LAKE City, February 10.—The mu- 
nicipal elections were held today for mayor, 


recorder, treasurer, assessors and collector and | 


marshal of Salt Lake City; also for three 
councilmen and one justice of the peace for 
each of the five precincts of the city. The 
whole ticket is to be elected at large. There 
are two parties in the field—the people’s party, 
composed chiefly of Mormons, and the liberal 
party made up of anti-Mormons, The elec- 
tion passed off quietly, contrary to general ex- 
pectation. The city has been crowded for 
days with special] police, detectivesand United 
States marshals for the purpose of preventing 
illegal voting. 

It was anticipated that an attempt to 
challenge and arrest some of the voters would 
resultin riot and bloodshed. This was not 
realized, though the excitement was intense 
and half of the business houses were closed. 

Bands paraded the streets and the thorough- 
fares were jammed with excited citizens, who 
realized that upon the result of today’s battle 
depended the future of the Mormon church as 
@ political organization. 

he voting passed off as quietly as in some 
hamlet for county justice. Only six arrests 
were made for attempting to vote illegally, 
and these were made without any demonstra- 
tion from either side. 

Up to 11 o’clock today the Mormons had a 
majority from 200 to 300. At 5 o’elock it is 
estimated that the returns from every ward in 
the city gave a total vote of 6,269. divided as 
follows: Gentiles, 3,443; Mormons, 2, 

At 6 o'clock tonight Chairman Powers 
claims that the Gentile ime 16 will reach 
3,400. This, however, is denied by Chairman 
Richards, who says it is impossible to say 
which side is victorious until the complete re- 
turns have been counted. 

The Mormons claim that fraud has been the 
order of the day with the Gentiles, and if they 
are victorious it will have been by these meth- 
ods, and inthis event the Mormons will con- 
test the election before the supreme court of 
the United States. 

The polls closed at 6 o’clock, and the liberal 
jeaders posted a bulletin in the windows of 
headquarters, claiming a majority of 1,200. 
The news soon spread over the city, and the 
Gentiles took possession of the city. Flags 
were runup. Every Gentile building in the 
city was decorated with flags and lanterns, and 
fireworks were sent up from” hundreds 
of housetops. Cannons boomed . and 
bonfires were seen upon every corner, and hun- 
dreds of men in line paraded the streets with 
drums and torches, shouting like wild men 
over their victory. No such scenes were ever 
witnessed in Utah as can be seen in Salt Lake 
tonight. The Mormons remain indoors and 
have nothing to say, except that the election 
was carried by fraud and will surely be con- 
tested. They admit their defeat, but clalm 
that the majority will not exceed 400. Official 
returns will not be in until late tonight. 

At 11 o’clock official returns from every pre- 
cinct in the city but one give Scott (Gentile) 
for mayor, 1,240 votes, Crawson (Mormon) 532. 
Returns from this precinct will probably swell 
Scott’s majority to 850. 


THOSE AWFUL FORGERIES. 


Senator McPherson Makes a Good Reply to 
Foraker. 

WASHINGTON, February 10.—The house 
committee on the Ohio ballot-box forgery re- 
symed its sessions this morning, and called 
Senator Stockbridge, of Michigan, to the 
stand. He was shown Exhibit A, the forged 
paper, and denied having signed it or know- 
ing anything about the ballot-box bill or con- 
tract. 

Senator McPherson, of New Jersey, the next 
witness, said he had a numberof occupations, 
but had no ballot-box industry among them. 
He aiso knew nothing of the forged paper, and 
declared his signature a bold forgery, and a bad 
one at that. 

Witness having referred to the _ ballot-box 
matter as a conspiracy, Mr. Turner asked if he 
knew anything of a conspiracy in that connec- 
tion. Hereplied that when a gentleman has 
abundant opportunity to ascertain the falsity 
of such charge, but hastened instead to give it 
to the world, it might be regarded as a con- 
Spiracy. 

Governor Foraker inquired if it would not 
depend on the circumstances under which the 
paper had been procured, and the apparent 
proof to support its character? 

Senator McPherson replied that asthe paper, 
if genuine, would degrade and ruin public 
men, and properly so, they sheuld have been 
consulted when it was possible to do so by 
traveling four or five miles. His first impulse 
on reading the publication had been to have 
every man connected with it arrested. 

FORAKER ASKS A QUESTION.

The Grady Cadets begin their career with 
the brightest of prospects All the young men 
whose names are on the roster are of high 
character and standing, and besides this most 
of them are military tothe backbone. Almost 
to a man they are graduates of military schools, 
many of them being cadets from Athens, Edge- 
wood and Milledgeville. 

So much for the young gentlemen who have 
banded themselvcs together under the in- 
spiring name of “Grady Cadets.”’ If there 
is anything ina name, the company is singu- 
larly fortunate in its choice. 

Captain Lyman Hall will command the new 
company with F. O. Spain, formerly command- 
ant, of the cadets at Milledgeville, first lieu- 
tenant and Mr. Albert Howell, Jr., second 
ieutenant. 

The officers were unanimously chosen at last 
night’s meeting, and all have signified heir 
acceptance. .Three better officers could not 
possibly have been selected. They are all 
thorough and accomplished tacticians, and 
with the material composing the Cadets are 
sure to make a record of the first order for the 
new company. 

The movement to organize the Grady Cadets 
has been on foot for some time. It is not in 
any sense of the word due to defection in the 
ranks of any of the other companies, but on 
the contrary, those who are on the roll, and 
with whom the movement originated, are not 
members of any of the other companies. Most 
of the members never belonged to a militia 
organization, but have been well trained in 
cadet companies. 

In military circles it was quite well-known 
that such a company was being formed, and on 
the streets yesterday it was frequently a topic 
of conversation, as it was known that last 
night was the time set for organization.

THE BOTHERED LEGITIMISTS. 


They do Not Like the Prince’s Actions, but 
Say Nothing. 

Paris, February 10.—In the chamber of 

deputies today, M. De Paradine moved the re- 
peal of the law banishing pretenders to the 
throne of France from the country. The law, 
he declared, was an exceptional measure. It 
wounded the patriotic sentiment of the people 
and prévented the descendants of an illustrious 
and warlike race from serving their country. 
He demanded urgency for his motion. 
The minister of justice opposed the motion, 
holding that it would be engage to abrogate 
the law, particularly now that alliances had 
been formed. 

MM. Lamarzelle and Mitchell spoke in sup- 
ort of Paradine’s motion, but it was rejected 
y a vote of 328 to 171. 

The legitimist party has been greatly 
bothered over the little dilemma presented to 
them by the scrape into which the duke of 
Orleans has precipitated himself, and is un- 
happy at the ridiculous spectacle ofthe prince, 
who has provoked the foolish agitation ata 
moment when there was no g reason for 
any agitation whatever, and nothing to be 
gained by making one. Yet, while they 

eel thus, they are restrained from 
giving vent to any such sentiment by the 
thought that it would not do for them toadmim 
that that the heir of all the bourbons is not the 
wisest of men. In this frame they have been 
sadly in want of somebody to blame for the 
prince’s adventure and are now inclined to 
come out strongly, as they have found at least 
two persons upon whom they can lay the fault. 
These are the Duchess D’Uzes and Duke 
D’Luynes. He is a comrade of Orleans 
and the Duchess D’Azes is mother-in-law to 
the Duke De Luynes. Itis admitted that a 
foolish ambition to figureas an organizer of 
events inspired the duchess, and that working 
wpon the younger pretender, through De 
Luynes, she set on this folly. The moral that 
the republicans draw from thisis to point to 
the troublesome time when the famous bour- 
bon princes were puppets attached to strings 
pulled by some intriguing and ambitous wo- 
man, and to reflect that the bourbons of today 
are the same as those of other days. 

It is admitted tonight that DeParadine’s 
motion in the deputies was a foolish step. be- 
cause it has made the imprisonmentof the 
ars duke a party question. If the case had 

en left to the general good nature of the 
people, there would hardly have been a harsh 
thought. about it. Opinion hadalready shaped 
itself so readily that even ifa plot had heen 
shown to exist it would have been laughed at 
like the plot of a comic opera, and the govern- 
ment felt itsélf absolved of the responsibility 
for anything more than a formal conviction 
to be followed by a pardon. But the motion 
and vote in the deputies bas changed all that. 
It presents the duke as the thin edge ofa 
movement for the repeal of a law that the 
nation desires to see maintained. Consequently 
the government will not, it is believed, pardon 
the duke immediately after sentence. He 
must undergo, at least, a part of the imprison- 
ment assigned by law, and may perhaps be 
ainnestied with other offenders on caly 14. 


THE QUEEN SPEECH. 


What Her Majesty Has to Say About Matters 
of Interest to Her Subjects. 

Lonpon, February 10.—The queen’s speech 
was read at a ministrial dinner tonight. It 
opens with reference to the cordial relations 
between her majesty’s government and al] 
foreign countries. Portugal, it says, has ac- 
ceeded to the request of England in.regard to 
Central Africa,and the Portugeuse government 
is doing its best to maintain the friendly 
relations that have always existed 
between that country an England. 


With these endeavors her  majesty’s 
government heartily co-operates. It next al- 
ludes to the Brussels conference and expresses 
hope and faith that favorable results will be 
accomplished by it toward the suppression o 
the slave trade. 

Egypt is congratulated upon her financial 
prosperity and the Samoan settlement is briefly 
alluded to, and there is —— to lay before 
‘parliament all papers relating to the Samoan 
conference and to the extradition treaty with 
the United States. Turning to _ colo 
nial themes, her majesty expreses 
hopes for good results from the federation 
movement ih Australia. In home legislation 
Ireland will demand a prominent place in the 
attention in parliament. Her majesty is glad 
to announce a marked diminution in the 
amount of agrarian crime, anda decréase in 
the number. of counties wherein itis found 
necessary to enforce exceptional provisions of 
law. There is a promise to introduce a land 
purchase bill, and the local government bill 
and otder measures for improving the material 
interests of Ireland. 

The p mme of the session further in- 
cludes for England, a land transfer measure, a 
tithes bill and an employer’s limited liability 
bill, also a measure empowering the local au- 
thorities to deal with private bill business, also 
pro Is for alleviating distress in the High- 
lands and for improved dwellings for the work- 
ing people. An amendment to the law affect- 
ing trustees of savings banks completes the 
programme. 

The Countess in Paris. 

Paris, February 10.—The countessof Paris, 
mother of the imprisioned young duke of Or- 
leans, has arrived in the city. It is announced 
that the count has abandoned his proposed 
tour of America, and will return to England.

AN AUTHENTIC RUMOR AS TO THE 
TRANSFER OF THE ROAD. 


Has the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus 
Secured Control of It?—The Pian Out- 
lined by One Who Knows. 


At last! 

There is a tangible, authentic statement 
made concerning the contract of the Rome and 
Decatur 


It was the sensation of the day in railroad 
circles here yesterday. The rumor was traced 
to 3 prominent railroad man connected with 
the Chattanooga, Rome and Coiumbus. There 
is every appearance of truth in the report. 

The statement is given as it was geven yes- 
terday—and given. with the understanding 


| that it was to be made public. 


“The Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus,”’ 
said the Constrrution’s informant, “have se- 
cured the contrel of the Rome.and Decatur. 
That is true, and there is now no reason for 
keeping the matter quiet any longer.” 

‘*What has béen done ??’ ‘ 

“‘A syndicate, including men that represent 
a majority of the stock, ofthe Chattanooga, 
Rome and Golumbus, was formed to secure the 
Rome and Decatur. We have at last, after 
considerable negotiation, succeeded in our ob- 
ject, and now the two systems are to be oper- 
ated as one.”’ 

‘Have you bought the Rome and Decatur ?’’ 

“T am not at liberty to state. It is enough 
to state positively that we have secured con- 
trol of the road.’’ 

‘‘What will you do with it?” 

“It will undoubtedly be extended, in the 
near futnre. to Decatur. The road now ex- 
tends from Rome to Atlanta, a distance of 
sixty-two miles. The extension to Decatur 
will make about sixty miles more. The Chat- 
tanooga, Rome and Columbus, from Chatta- 
nooga to Rome, is seventy-seven miles, and 
from Rome to Carrollton is sixty-three miles. 

‘“‘The road will be extended from Carrollton 
to a connection with the Macon and Birming- 
ham, probably at LaGrange. 

‘*Besides the Rome and Decatur, the Chat- 
tanooga, Rome and Columbus control the 
Rome railroad, from Rome to Kingston, on 
the Western and Atlantic. That road is to be 
extended to Canton on the Marietta and North 
Georgia. 

“That gives the road a through line from 
Atlanta through Gadsden, Rome, Kingston 
and Canton, and the Marietta and North 
Georgia into Atlanta.’’ 

THE RUMOR CORROBORATED. 

A confirmation was had last night in the 
shape ofa telegramfrom Rome. Substantially 
the same plan igiven as ‘‘An authoritative 
statement.” 

Beyond Atlanta, thefoutlook is summed up 
this way: “The Rome and Decatur railroad 
will soon be completed to Decatur, and by the 
new arrangement a through line from Decatur 
via Gadsden and Canton to Atlanta, where it 
will haye close traffic arrangements with the 
Seaboard Air-Line to Portsmouth, Virginia, 
and on the northwest to Knoxville with an 
early extension to the Ohio river. 

Itis thought that this syndicate operating 
the new line from Decatur to Canton has some 
stronger hold than a mere traffic agreement 
with the two other systems, and that it 
promises the consolidation of the Seaboard 
Air.Line, Marietta and North Georgia road 
and Decatur and Canton line. At all events 
it gives to Rome another great through line 
covering some thirteen hundred miles of rail. 
The people are jubilant over this important 
condition, which is supposed to have traftic 
connections with the Louisville and Nash- 
ville and Memphisfand Charleston at Decatur.”’ 

ABOUT THE CONNECTION. 

The extension ‘“‘northwest to Knoxville’’ is 
the extension of the Knoxville Southern to 
connect with the Marietta and North Georgia. 
This is to be completed by the Ist of July, and 
the newsinthe matter has been given from 
time to time in THE CoNSTITUTION. ) 

It is alleged that the syndicate controlling 
the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus; the 
Rome and Decatur, and the Rome railroad, 
has close connection with the L. and N., M. 
and N. G., M. and C.. and the Seaboard Air- 
Line. 

Railroad men here are inclined to credit the 
statement that the C. R. and C. have really 
secured control of the Rome and Decatur, but 
are skeptical as to the balance of the story.

But the Drawbridges Must Be Made— 
Something Interesting. 

Macon, Ga., February 10.—{Special.]—The 
Macon letter in Tue Constitution today 
stated that Lieutenant O. M. Carter, United 
States engineer of this district, with head- 
— at Savannah, visited Macon Satur- 

ay evening to notify President J. E. Jones, 
of the Covington and Macon, to proceed at 
once to change the Covington and Macon 
bridge over the Ocmulgee at Macon into a 
draw bridge, preparatory to the opening of the 
Ocmulgee for navigation. It is understood 
today that the change in the bridge will cost 
the Covington and Macon road acues $10,000 
or $12,000. 

As President Thomas, of the East Ten- 
nessee road, resides in New York, outside of 
Lieutenant Carier’s district, the authorities at 
Washington city have detailed a special 
officer to notify President Thomas to have the 
draws made. The East Tennessee will have 
to change a bridge five miles below Macon 
and one at Hawkinsvule. It is said that the 
expense of each bridge will be from $8,000 to 
$10,000. Thedraws must be made by July Ist’ 
next. . 

Lieutenant Carter will commence at an early 
date to clean the river. The secretary of war 
has reccommended that congress appropriate 
$30,000 for the first year’s work. The Macon 
board of trade’s committee that recently 
appeared before the river and _ harbor 
committee of congress at Washington peti- 
tioned foran appropriation of $50,000.

For some time past Mr. Gallatte has suf- 
fered with a peculiar affliction in the base of 
the brain, something like neuralgia, and it is 
said that when the pain came upon him he 
completely lost his balance, raved to such an 
extent that it required several men to pre- 
vent him from doing himself and others bod- 
ily harm, until chloroform could be adminis- 
tered. He had not had an attack of this kind 
in the past two years, but this morning he dis- 
covered symptoms of the return of his trouble, 
and it was for the purpose of consulting Dr. L.

HANCOCK’S QUARRIES. 


The Great Beds of "Granite Being Un- 
covered. 


SparTA, Ga., February 10.—[Special.]— 
Hancock county has been famous for agri- 
culture, and justly so. She now comes to the 
front with a mammoth industry in the way of 
rock quarries. Two of them are already open 
and genuinely at work. There is no reason 
why there should not be a dozen or more in the 
county, as the supply of granite is beyond 
limit. The Quincy Granite company has 
leased for twenty years the old Mullally quarry, 
near the Macon and Angusta depot. They 
have built a short railroad to this quarry, 
erected all manner of shops and sheds and en- 
gines on the ground, purchased enormous 
crushers, and are constantly getting in new 
and costly machinery to assist them 
in their work. Everything on the ground 
is busy and _ bustling. The _ super- 
intendent, Mr. Archibald Wilson, is a Scotch- 
man who is expertin all matters relating to 
granite. He has now at work about 125 em- 
ployes in all the departments of the quarry, 
and is so pressed with contracts that he is ex- 
pecting the number to be 200 by the Ist or 15th 
of March. Among other contracts, he has one 
to furnish granite for a bridge on the Macon 
and Covington railroad, for a bank building in 
Brunswick, a bank building and for the Inde- 
pendent Presbyterian church in Savannah. 
Some of the finest work we have ever seen is 
being touched off here for that building by 
rock cutters, who are real artists in their busi- 
ness.

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We do mot undertake to 
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Scooping the Age-Herald. 

Really, it is such an easy matter, and has 
of late been so common for Ti CONSTITU- 
TION to walk into the territory of the Bir- 
mingham Age-Herald and pick up import- 
ant items of news that our otherwise enter- 
prising contemporary does not report, that it 
is no longer regarded by us as anything more 
than a matter of routine work. 

It is unnecessary to go into details about 
the past. The public is well acquainted 
with what Tur ConstrruTIoNn has done in 
the Age-Heraki’s legitimate territory, and 
what the Age-Herald has not done. 

The recent publication in Tur CoNnsTITU- 
TION of the full story of Dick Hawes’s con- 
fession, made to his brother, Mr. Jim 
Hawes, is the last thing inthe nature of a 
scoop that the Age-Herald is now trying to 
explain away. 

THE CONSTITUTION of Saturday morning 
last contained an interesting five-column ar- 
ticle from the pen of our Mr. Bruffey, in 
which Mr. Jim Hawes gives the full details 
of the confession of his brother, Dick. The 
Age-Herald of the same date announced 
that it ‘‘was rumored that Hawes had made 
a confession, the precise words of which can- 
not be given, as it was not taken down in 
writing, but was hurriedly given by the con- 
demned man.’’ It then goes on to briefly 
state that the ‘‘alleged confession’’ was made 
in the presence of Jim Hawes and Sheriff 
Smith, and that the Wyley brothers were re- 
por.ed to be charged with having committed 
the murder for which Hawes is to be hung. 

Naturally, the Age-Herald did not take 
kindly to Tue ConstiruTion’s full report 
of the confession ‘‘purported’’ to have been 
made by Hawes, nor did it relish the tre- 
mendous rush made for Tur CONSTITUTION 
on its arrival in Birmingham. It proceeded 
to discredit Tue CONSTITUTION’S story as 
it did our Mr. Barrett's interview with Rube 
Burrows; the only difference being that in 
the Jatter instance it did not attempt to con- 
real the fact that it was seeking consolation 
for the manner in which it had _ been 
*‘scooped’’ by ridiculing the ‘‘scooper.’’ 

About Mr. Bruffey’s interview with Mr. 
Jim Hawes it says: 

The employes at the jail are decidedly indig- 
mant at the constant reports that are being printed 
relative to Hawes, and when the. story was circu- 
lated that the interview in yesterday’s ConsTitru- 
TION, purporting to be a Birmingham special, was 
said to have been heard at the jail, they were loud 
in their denunciations. As a matter of fact, it was 
what is known to newspaper men as “wooden.”’ 

After this very weak effort to excuse its 
own failnre to publish the news, by discred- 
iting Tie CONSTITUTION’S report, the Age- 
Herald goes on to publish affidavits of one 
Gus Ellard, an official in the Birmingham 
jail, and of one W. I. Love, who, we _ be- 
lieve, is fulfilling the melancholy duties of 
the death-watch over Dick Hawes, in which 
these two officials swear in the usual form 
that Dick Hawes ‘‘has seen no newspaper 
man and that any interviews printed and 
purporting to have been taken from him are 
absolutely false and pure fabrications.”’ 

These affidavits are interesting documents, 
but the Age-Herald should resort to a better 
method of defending its lack of enterprise, 
for this is nothing more than absurd. 

THE CONSTITUTION’S report of Hawes’s 
confession did not mention the Birmingham 
jail in any particular, except in quotation 
marks as having come from Mr. Jim Hawes. 
Mr. Bruffey did not go tothe Birmingham 
jail, and did not see Dick Hawes, nor did he 
claim to have done either. 

Hawes’s confession was made to Mr. Jim 
Hawes, and Mr. Bruffey obtained from the 
latter afulland graphic account of what 
Dick Hawes said. After Mr. Bruffey had 
finished his report he took the trouble to 
submit it to Mr. Jim Hawes, who read the 
whole of it in the presence of several gen- 
tlemen and who pronounced the report cor- 
rect, 

Tur CONSTITUTION’S report did not pre- 
tend to come from any of the officials about 
the Birmingham jail, though we do not 
Dlame them, of course, for lending a help- 
ing hand to assist their home paper out of 
the hole into which it had been dropped. 

THE CONSTITUTION did not pretend to 
say that Mr. Hawes was telling the truth in 
the confession he made inthe presence of 
his brother and Sheriff Smith. We simply 
gaye the full story of that confession, told 
in the language of his own brother, to whom 
it was made, and who read every line of what 
Tue CONSTITUTION said about it before it 
appeared In print. 

We trust that this will satisfy our esteemed 
Birmingham contemporary. 

In the meantime, the price of Tur Con- 
STITUTION remains the same, though the

The State of Bellamy. 

The American colony at Topolobambo, in 
Mexico, on the Gulf of California, should 
style itself the ‘State of Lellamy,’’ as a 
compliment to Edward J. Bellamy, whose 
socialistic theories are being put in practice 
there. 

A correspondent, writing from this new 
Eden, says that the colonists are organized 
into a stock company, areal commonwealth, 
and one man’s misfortune cannot bring gain 
to anybody else. : 

Topolabambo will strike people at a dis- 
tance as alarge city. It is supposed to cover 
tweuty-nine square miles, with parks of 
twenty-six acres each, at intervals of a mile 
in every eirection; but all this glory, or 
nearly all ofit, is on paper. The corres- 
pondent says: 3 

“The streets will be from 100 to 150 feet wide, 
and will run at right angles, while the main av- 
enues, 200 feet wide, will run diagonally from 
each park. It is designed to have 
three forms of dwellings; the isolated 
homes, the errace or co-operative homes, 
and the associated homes. In all of these 
homes the advantages of co-operative housekeep- 
ing will be successfully secured. The isolated 
houses will have gardens of flower beds and veg- 
etables adjoining, but the houses will be so ar- 
ranged that four of them may have a common 
Jaundry and kitchen, which will be detached from 
the dwellings. The other class of buildings will 
consist of a block of twelve, twenty-four or forty- 
eight houses, in which the owners will have the 
kitchen and laundry detached. Instead of un- 
sightly back yards there will be gardens of flowers, 
with fountains, under charge of a gardner ein- 
ployed by all of the residents of the block. Atone 


end of this garden there will be a common library 


and reception room, provided with facilities for 
rational amusements, and a place where the young 
people can find social pleasure and relaxation. 
There will be a building especially arranged for 
the care and training of young children. It will 
be in charge of experienced nurses, and the moth- 
er can be with her ceildren as often as she desires, 
or she can have them at home at any time she 
pleases; in fact, she can enjoy all the pleasures 
their coming brings, and at. the same time be 
saved all domestic and nursery drudgery. 

The associated homes will be modeled after the 
celebrated social palace erected by Godin at Gulse, 
France, which has been such a remarkable suc- 
cess. Each building will occupy one block, 300x 
600 feet, but the interior arrangements will be 
modified to suit individual tastes, each house be- 
ing divided into apartments of ooe or more rooms, 
as desired. Fron 400 to 600 persons can reside in 
one such building, and, as there will be library, 
bath rooms, restaurant, kitchen and nursery in 
connection, persons of the most moderate income 
may enjoy luxuries and conveniences possible 
only to the wealthy members of society where the 
co-operative system does not prevail. 

The company which will manage the affairs of 
the colony is called the Credit Foncier Company 
of Sinaloa. Each man in the colony will be secure 
in the fruits of his own labor. Tax gatherers and 
sheriffs will be things unknown, and each man 
may, as it were, sit under his own vine and 0g-tree 
without any fear whatever of being molested. 
The colony has a newspaper, the Credit Foncier of 
Sinaloa, which is edited by Marie Howland, and 
published at Topolobampo Bay, and in many re- 
spects it is a model paper, as befits what professes 
to be the nucleus of a model city.” 

During the past sixty years we have had 
in this country at least half a dozen comimu- 
nities organized, very much after the fashion 
of the Topolobambo commonwealth. Bright 
and brainy enthusiasts went into them and 
worked faithfully, but the result was disap- 
pointing. ‘The world is not ready for Bella- 
my’s ideas, and probably never will be. 

The established order of things may be 
objectionable to some, but it cannot be sud- 
denly changed. Some will be rich, and 
some will be poor; some will be happy, and 
some will be unhappy; some will be able to 
live in idleness, and some will have to work 
hard, It has always been so in the past, 
and will always be so in the future. 

Some fine day the Topolobampo colonists 
will fall out, and then there will be an exo- 
dus. If that does not come to pass, the 
Mexicans will find a pretext for charging into 
the peaceful city, and gobble it up. Upon 
the whole,the Bellamyites had better stay at 
home. They can work half their time here 
and earn enough to enable them to spend 
the other half in spreading their milk and 


water socialism. 


Not a Parallel Case. 

Nearly every newspaper in the country 
speaks of the return of the duke of Orleans 
to France as an imitation of Louis Napo- 
leon’s descent upon Boulogne. 

The two cases are not much alike. 
differ in the essentia! details. 

Louis Napoleon sent messengers to tam- 
per with the French troops. He landed at 
the head of fifty men, with a tame eagle 
that had been trained to perch upon his ban- 
ner the moment it was uplifted. The ad- 
venturer and his companions tried to win

cause. The attempt was a failure, and the 
invaders were arrested. Napoleon got sey- 
eral years in prison for this piece of folly. 


. Now, the young duke entered France un- | 


der very different circumstances. He was 
without followers. He did not attempt to 
incite a revolt among the troops. He took 
no step leading to bloodshed. All that he 
did was to return to his country with the 
alleged intention of placing himself at the 
disposal of the military .authorities—to be 
imprisoned, conscripted, or given a commis- 
sion in the army. 

Louis Napoleon’s course was warlik; the 
duke’s action was peaceful and silly. 


Books and Battles.

The general says that he finds his greatest 
pleasure in reading. He lets military works 
alone, and reads books of travel, biography, 
science, poetry, religion, and everything that 
is good.

In reply to a question, the general told a 
reporter that this generation and this country 
might expect to see a good deal of fighting.

The Cotton Situation. 

According to the Financial Chronicle’s 
figures for the week ending last Friday night, 
the total receipts have reached 140,253 bales, 
against 159,265 bales the week before, and 
146,892 bales the previous week, making the 
total receipts since the ist of Septemaber, 
1889, 5,102,675 bales, against 4,600,714 bales 
for the same period of 1888-9. showing an 
increase since September Ist, 1889, of 501,964 
bales. 

The exports for the week are a total of 
112,853 bales, of which 70,186 were to Great 
Britain, 874 to France and 41,793 to the rest 
of the continent. The Chronicle says that 
speculation in cotton for future delivery has 
been somewhat less active, but is still ani- 
mated, and the general course of prices has 
been upward. ‘The total sales for forward 
delivery for the week are 678,600 bales; for 
immediate delivery, 5,191 bales. 

There is an increase of cotton in sight of 
256,075 bales as compared with the same 
date of 1889, an increase of 89,341 bales as 
compared with the corresponding date of 
1888, and a decrease of 204,618 bales as com- 
pared with 1887. 

Old interior stocks have decreased during 
the week 7,428 bales, 61,076 less than at the 
same period last year. The receipts at the 
same towns have been 1,219 bales less than 
the same week. last year. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September Ist, 1889, are 5,370,782 
bales, as against 4,92},860 bales in 1888-9, 
and 5,027,569 bales in 1887-8. 

The weather report shows favorable condi- 
tions generally, progress in farm work in 
Texas, but rather heavy rainfalls in Arkansas 
and Tennessee. 


A New Kind of Ballot. 

The town of Brookline, Mass., has de- 
veloped, through Mr. Edward Stanwood, a 
curiosity in the way of a ballot. Mr. Stan- 
wood proposes a system of town elections by 
proxy. Voters who cannot conveniently go 
to the polls are to send their ballots by mail 
and have them counted. 

Of all the wild and absurd schemes origi- 
nated in the fertile brain of the New Eng- 
lander, this is the worst. It would give un- 
limited scope to fraud. ‘The hardest ballot- 
box stuffer to defeat is the rascal who hunts 
up on the registration list the name of a 
voter who is not likely to go to the polls and 
puts in a ballot under that name. It would 
be much eaSier and safer to do this by mail 
than in person. It is impossible to counter- 
feit the features of a voter, but it is not at 
all impossible to counterfeit his handwriting. 
In the attempt to counterfeit his features the 
ballot-box stuffer isin imminent danger of 
detection and punishment in the peniten- 
tiary, The forging of a name could be done 
in a back room with almost no risk of dis- 
covery. Even though the ballot should be 
proven a forgery, the rogue would be out of 
sight and out of reach, and even though he 
were suspected, the deed might have been 
done with such entire secrecy that it would 
be impossible to prove his guilt. 

It is strange that such a well informed 
journal as the Boston Advertiser should de- 
scribe the scheme at length and make no 
pretense of exposing its folly.

THE ENUMERATION OF THE PEOPLE 
OF THE UNITED STATES.

The Supervisors and the Work Which They 
Will Have to Do—The Georgia Officers— 
How They Will be Paid. 


WasHIncTox, February 10.—[Special.}—On | 
the second day of June an army of more than 
fifteen thousand men will start out to count 
the number of peopie in the United States. 

They will be the census enumerators ap- | 
poinzed by the government for that purpose, 
and are expected to have finished their work 
by the first of July. 


Already Superintendent-of-Census Porter | 


and a retinne of cierks are at work here pre- 
paring for the work and recommending to the 
president the men who should be appointed 
supervisors. 

There are to be 175 supervisors for the entire 
country, each of whom has a district nearly 


twice as largeas the average congressional | 


district. They are to receive for their labors 
$1,000 each, and their duties are to appoint the 
enumerators, one to each four thousand people, 
as near as. can be estimated, and to see that 
they properly discharge their duties. 
combine the reports of the enumerators and 
make a report to the census bureau here. 
THE CENSUS IN GEORGIA. 

In Georgia there are to be six supervisors to 
preside over the six census districts, which 
have been mapped out by counties as follows: 

And here are the supervisors who will have 
charge of these districts: 

First district—E. C. Haley, of Pickens county. 

Second district—“‘Uncle Billy’’ Bowers, of Hart. 

Third district—E. Thibedean, of Atlanta. 

Fourth district—Marion Bethune, of Talbotton. 

Fifth district—Isaac Beckett. of Savannah. 

Sixth district—M. F. Brimberry, of Camilla. 

Each of these men will have the appoint- 
ment of from eighty-five to an hundred enum- 
erators, who will make in the month from $60 
to $200 each. 

Each enumerator’s duty will be to visit per- 
sonally each dwelling house in his subdivision 
to see the head of each family, or some mem- 
ber worthy of trust, and obtain all information 
provided by the act, such as the number of per- 
sons, names, ages,etc. There will also bespecial 
enumerators to obtain a list of the farms, 
whether mortgaged or not mortgaged, a list of 
the productive industries, railroads, and other 
corporations. 

If in thickly inhabited districts, these enum- 
erators will be paid two cents for each living 
person, two cents for each death reported, 
fifteen cents for each farm, and twenty cents 
for each establishment of productive industry, 
and for each surviving soldier, sailor or marine 
or widow of such returned five cents each. 

In sparsely settled districts they will be paid 
not less than three nor more than six dollars a 
day, or three cents for each living inhabitant, 
twenty cents for each farm, and thirty cents 
for each industry. 

WHEN THE WORK WILL BEGIN. 

These men will commence work on Mon- 
day, the second day of June, 
and are required to have made 
their reports before the first of July. In citie 
containing over ten thousand inhabitants they 
must have completed their field work within 
two weeks. 

Six million four hundred thousand dollars 
has been appropriate for the taking of the 
census. 

The census act also providesthat each mu- 
nicipal government shall be provided, if re- 
quested, with a copy of the names, with age, 
sex, birthplace, and color or race, of all per- 
sons enumerated in the town or city at the rate 
of twenty-five cents per each hundred names.

Andy Gray, a Houston pugilist, offered to 
stand up before Kilrain, but backed out as soon as 
he sized him up. 

—A private letter, it is said, has been received 
in Memphis, Tenn., from Congressman Phelan, in 
which he says: “Sickness makes it impossible for 
me toattend to my duties here, and will not only 
prevent me from seeking a re-election, but will 
cause me to hand in my resignation as soon as the 
contest for my seat is decided.’’ Mr. Phelan is 
now serving hts second term in congress, and his 
majority in the last election ovor L. B. Eaton, was 
in excess of eight thousand.

JOHN H. INMAN’S ANSWER. 
It Smashes the Charges Made by President 
. Pratt. 

Some time ago Mr. Thomas C. Pratt, presi 
dent of the Tennessee Coal and Iron company, 
filed a bill against Mr. John H. Inman for the 
recovery of alleged profits made by the latter 
when the Tennessee company bought the Pratt 
Coal and Iron company of Alabama. The 
very next day the newspapers contained arti- 
cles.and interviews reflecting upon Mr. Inman 


in connection with the matter. These articles 


were evidently inspired by the Pratt crowd, 
but Mr. Inman took no notice of them. 


Recently Mr. Inman has filed an answer to | 
the bill, and it appears to have caused the 


charges against him to fall flat. The follow- 
ing is a synopsis of his auswer: 
“Tf the Tennessee company is in earnest in 


saying that I wronged it, and desires that the — 


situation shall be restored, I hereby offer to re- 
scind. I wili do all acts necessary and proper 
to reach that result.” 

It also appears that the amount of ontstand- 
ing stock of the Tennessee company in 1856 
was $3,000,000, the market price of which at 
that time was cnly about fifty cents on the 
dollar, and that the then existing stockholders 
received $3,000,000 of the increased stock. The 
stock is selling today at 854, which is equiva- 
lent to 171 for what was then selling at 5v. 
The answer presents a strong case for Mr. In- 
man, and it would seem that the Tennessee 
company stockholders were the parties really 
benefited by the transaction. 


He says: “The interests in the Pratt Coal. 


and Iron company of myself and of my asso- 
ciates were acquired by us on our own behalf, 
upon our own responsibility and with our own 
funds. ° We owned them absolutely and in our 
own right. We were never asked to acquire 
them for the Tennessee company. We never 
undertook todo so. We were under no obliga- 
tion todoso. The Tennessee company had no 
right to expect that we should doso. It was 
in no position to make a purchase of the Pratt 
or any other property. It was in no position 
toindemnify us for the hazard of paying 
for it, or at its request, for any prop- 
erty. In permitting the Tennnesse company 
subsequently to become interested in the 
Pratt property, and in the transactions of 
which the company complains, I and Messrs. 
Shook and Baxter were acting against our in- 
dividual interests and in the interests of the 
company. It would have been to our advan- 
tage to have retained our interest in the Pratt 
company.” 

He denies that the two partners, Messrs. 
Shook and Baxter, or himself, who constituted 
the Pratt company, ever compelled the 
Tennessee company to _ deliver over 
$3,500,000 of its stock and its mortgage 
bonds to the amount of over $1,500,000 to 
the Pratt company. All the stocks and. bonds 
which came to him, he claims, came to him 
through the Pratt company and as a stock- 
holder of that company. They resulted from 
his acquisition of Pratt stock. The transac- 
tion assumed the form of a purchase by the 
Tennessee company. There was, however, no 
purchase in the sense that the Tennessee com- 
pany bought and paid forthe Pratt property. 
The Pratt property was relatively of uch the 
greater value. As between the stockholders 
of the two companies the Tennessee stock- 
holders gained and the Pratt holders lost in 
the proportion of the relative superiority in 
value of the Pratt property. 


GEORGIA IN BRIEF. 


The twenty-fourth anual session of the Geor- 
gia Teachers association will be heid this year at 
Columbus. The dates are Aprii 0th and May Ist 
and 2d. In connection with the association there 
will be an educational exhibit consisting of speci- 
mens of penmanship, map-drawing, kindergarden 
work, examination papers, bookkeeping sets, 
geological specimens, catalegues, photographs of 
school buildings and of teachers, in short any- 
thing connected with school work in the state. 
This exhibit can be made a most pleasing, profit- 
able and instructive features of the association. 
The session and its work is divided under sepa- 
rate heads, such as department of higher educa- 
tion, department of city public schools, depart- 
ment of country public schools and private in- 
stitutions, department of industrial education, 
department of art, department of school litera- 
ture and departmeht of school supplies. Making 
a programme complete in every particular and 
one that cannot fail to interest all who attend the 
deliberations of the association.

Already the necessary 
stock has been subscribed, and many are asking 
to be allowed to join. If desired, the capital stock 
could be made to reach $25,000 without any further 
solicitation. The aim of the projectors, however, 
is to make a young men’s enterprise, and thus far 
they alone are interested.” The capital raised was 
$15,000, which amount was subscribed in three 
days by the young men of the town. 

The alliance of Sumter county are beginning to 
push the cotton bagging factory. Subscription 
lists to the capital stock will be placea in circula- 
tion in a short time. They hope tohave the build- 
ing erected, and the machinery in operation by 
the first of December. 

Friday last, Deputy United States Marshal 
Thomas, of Macon, arrested in Americus George 
Parker, colored, charged with selling liquor with- 
out a license. Varker was carried:to Macon and 
jailed.

Opinions of Prominent Citizens in Favor of 
the City Issuing the Bonds—Theo 
Proposition is in Favor.

The new waterworks will be built. 

The heaviest taxpayers in Atlanta will vote 
for the bonds with which the bills are to be 

id, 

That vote will be cast the 8th of next month. 

Mayor Glenn is for the works. 

The election is Just now attracting the atten- 
tion of the property owners, and the Atlantian 
who pays the biggest tax will yote for the wa- 
terworks. W hen Mayor Glenn assumed the chair 
he called the attention of the general council 
to the waterworks, asserting that Atlanta must 
have a new and more extensive system. 
Since that time Mayor Glenn has given the 
waterworks problem ‘a careful consideration, 
and today knows the situation better than any 
one in Atlanta. In speaking of the contem- 
plated work, he said yesterday: 

“Atlanta not only needs, but must have, 
new waterworks. We need more water than 
the present system can supply. The supply 
now is wholly inadequate to the demands, and 
if the voters will only look into the matter care- 
fully there will be no votes against the new 
works. Wemust have more water.” 

Among the heaviest taxpayers in the city 
there is but one feeling, and that is for the 
works. Here is what they say: 

Mr. M. B. Manrsu, of Moore, Marsh & Co.: “‘I 
think every one should vote for the bonds. 
The waterworks are essential, and the other 
hundred thousand forthe sewers should go 
through, too.” 

Mr. H. P. Snook: “I shall vote for the bonds. 
We need the works and the sewers, and we 
must carry both.” 

Mr. Humpureys CastrcEMANn: “TI shall 
cast my ballot for the bonds for both the 
waterworks and sewers.”’ 

How. WitctiaAM Hucsey: “I am for the 

water-works, but I think the sewers could 
wait.’ 
Me. J.J. Duorry: ‘You will always find 
mein the first four when marching with Atlanta 
improveinent, and my ticket will read for the 
waterworks and for the sewers.”’ 

Mr. A. M. Honsprookx: “I am with the 


id , 


ebonds for the work.” 


Mr. J. J. KInGSBERRY: ‘Yes, I shall vote 
for it.”’ 

Mr. T. J. Heauey: ‘“Thave not given the 
matter a thorough investigation, but with 
lights now before me, I am opposed to it.”’ 

Mr. E. H. THornton: “My vote shall be 
for both.” 

Mu. T. C. Mayson: ‘I shall vote with tho 
majority. For the works.” 

Mr. Jamwes R. Wyure: “As IT am on the 
comuittee, I ought not to say anything. On 
general principlies I oppose adding to the 
boned indebtedness, but we must have more 
water—and this is the only way to get it.’’ 

Mr. CHARLES A. CoLurerR: “I am in favor 
of itsquarely. I believe in letting posterity 
help to pay for some of these improvements. 
The necessity is well known. Nobody can ob- 
ject. The only danger is in apathy of the peo- 
ple and their failing to turn out and vote.’”’ 

Mason M. C. Kiser: ‘I am in favor of it. 
I think it right to bond the city when neces- 
sary. ‘The two most important things for the 
city are water and sewers and bonds should be 
issicd for both. This is one of the most needed 
improvements.’’ 

Mr. DonaALp Barn: “T am in favor of any- 
thing for the benefit of the city, even if it 
goes to the millions, and I favor letting pos- 
terity pay for it, as long as the money is 
honestly spent and the city gets the benefit, 
and ihis is one of our most needed improve- 
ments,” 

CAPTAIN R. J. Lowry: ‘‘My ideais that if 
a bond can be funded at about 4 per cent it 
should be done. It has been demonstrated 
that we need more water, and tho supply this 
time should be made so that the supply can 
never come into question again.”’ 

CoLoneL R. F. Mappox: “Tt think the 
city is growing too fast for the present supply, 
and that sooner or later we will have to in- 
crease it. We must unquestionably go to the 
Chattanoochee for it. approve of issuing 
the bonds if the water is needed.’’ 

Mr. PAut RoMARE: “I think it should be 
done; anything to get water here. I am 
strongly in favor of getting water and plenty 
of itand the only way it can be doue is to issue 
the bonds.”’ 

Mr. L. J. Hitw: “T don’t think there is any 
question of the necessity. Iam decidedly of 
the opinion that the work ought to be done, 
and bonds issued for the payment of it. An- 
other thing is the sewers; anything that tends 
to the material benefit ofthe city I think 
should be done.”’ 

Mr. T. B. Near: “I would be in favor of 
issuing bonds rather than to increase the pres- 
ent tax, which I consider is more than ought 
to be imposed. There are two plans, I under- 
stand, one to cost $1,000,000, the other $500,000. 
I am in favor of the cheaper plan. I don’t be- 
lieve the pressing necessity now exists, but the 
demand will be made, and we should begin 
work at once.”’ 

Mr. J. H. PartTer: “I amin favor of the 
bonds. I don’t see how we can get around it, 
as the present water supply is inadequate.’ 

Mr. THomAS M, Cranky: “I haven't given 
the subject any thought.” 

Mr. E. P. CHAMBERLIN; ‘Tam very muchin 
favor of the plan, and I think the only way is 
to bring water from the Chattahoochee. I am 
in favor of bonds, so that we will not have to 

ay itallatonce, and let future generations 

eip in paying for it, as they will be equally 
benefited with us. Then we will be better 
able to pay it when we havea city of 200,000 
inhabitants, which we are bound to have. 

Ma. QHope HILL: “I am heartily in favor of 
bonds. I am always in favor of any enterprise 
that means the upward progress of the city.” 

MasGr J. A. FILTEN: “I am thoroughly in 
favor of the scheme, and hope it will be put 
through. With water from the river our man- 


 ufacturing interests will be largely increased, 


and we can run all our elevators with water 
from the waterworks. At present the supply 
is so meager asto make thisa heavy burden 
on owners of larggbuildings.”’ 

Mr. JoHN R. GRAMLING: ‘‘We must have ad- 
ditional water supply, and I am in favor of the 
bonds. It is a good investment. The way 
I figure it, as the bonds can be floated at four per 
cent, and Iam confident the income from the 
waterworks will pay six to eight per cent. 
Had we anample water supply, I would not 
be in favor of it, but 1 am as itis, and I feel 
like the bonds for this purpose are not like 
those for street improyementsand such things, 
for in that case there is no return, while in this 
there is a steady income.” 

Dr. RK. B. KRipiey: “I favor it heartily. 
The growth of the city demands perfect sani- 
tary arrangements, and this requires plenty of 
water and cheap water, besides the necessity 
of drinking water. I don’t think this artesian 
well will ever amount to much, 
and when we get water from the Chattahoo- 
chee, we willhaye as good as there is in 
America.’’ 

Mr. Jor THompson: “I have nevergiven it 
much thought, but I think itis a thing that 
should be attended to, as we are obliged to 
have plenty of water.’’ 

Mr. H. C. StockpxKLL: “IT am in faver of it by

JAPTAIN W.D. Extis: “Iam inclined to 
believe we ought to issue the bonds and build 
the waterworks. The present supply may do 
for awhile, but in a few years it will be inade- 
quate.”’ 

Mr. T.S. Lewis: ‘It’s a goodidea to issue 
the bonds for sewer and waterworks, in the 
absence of any other course or suggestion.”’ 

COLONEL p. L. Mynatr: ‘I regard it 
nighly important to maintain our present rep- 
utation for healthfullness, more so than to 
keep down our indebtedness, though I am op- 
posed to increasing this exeept in case of 
emergency. If thosein charge of affiairs deem 
it necessary to build waterworks and sewers I 
am in favor of issuing the bonds to do it.”’ 

Mr. W.M. Scorr:—‘‘Atlanta can’t afford 
not to issue these bonds and apply the money 
to waterworks and sewers.”’ 

Mr. Jerry Lyncu:—‘‘I’m all right for the 
bonds, and the more water we can get here 
with the money, the better I will be pleased. 
In fact, we ought to have a canal, and use it 
to run our factories, besides.”’ 

JupGcE W. L. Catnoun :—‘‘So far as I have 
looked into the matter I am opposed to issuing 
these bonds.”’ 

CAPTAIN J. W. Enotisn: “I am in favorof 
both improvements. Each is incidental to 
the other. We need plenty of good water and 
a good sewer system. If there is not enough 
money in the treasury to pay now for them, 
the method of bonding the city is the most ad- 
visable plan.’’ 

Iam 
always in favor of public improvements 
Money expended in that way can’t be lest.’’ 

Mr.G. T. Dopp: “Just nowlI can see no 
need for so large an expenditure. I am op- 
posed to both— the incurring of one debt for 
water works and another for sewers.’’

avor of bonding the city for them.” 

Mr. J. G. OGLEssy: “The method of issu- 
ing bonds for permanent public improve- 
ments isthe proper one. Sanitary considera- 
tions, such as a good water supply and good 
sewers, are vital ones. I am opposed to spend- 
thrift expenditures, but if the waterworks and 
sewers are really needed, and needed at once, 
there should be no hesitancy in spending 
money for them.”’ 

Mr. W. B. Lowe: “‘Iam in favor of bond- 
ing the city for waterworks and sewers. City 
bonds ought to be floated at par now from 4 
to 45 per cent, and the method proposed is the 
most economical possible.’’

I mustacknowledge 
that this is a sort of revelation to me. My 
ideas about a ticket agent were all obtained by 
looking at’em through a hole or a wicket.

The Effect of a Report Sent Out by the Ag- 
ricultural Bureau. 

The cotton market for futures made a sharp 
advance yesterday. 

Liverpool came over 1-64d. lewer on the 
opening and lost an additional 1-64d: shortly 
afterward, closing firm at. the decline. Spot 
cotton opened quiet and easier at unchanged 
prices, with sales of 7,000 bales at 6d. for mid- 
dling ; receipts 8,000 bales. 

The New York market opened steady at un- 
changed prices, and it looked like lower prices 
as the opening call was being posted. The 
second call showed slightly better prices, and 
from that time the advance. was steady, under 
a steady to firm tone until. an advance of 11 to 
13 peints had been scored, and a point or two 
above the highest reached last Friday. 

The advance was attributed to the publica- 
tion of a report by the agricultural bureau at 
Washington, making the amount of the crop 
thus marketed 90.6-10 per cent against 844 per 
cent for the same time last year, which would 
make the present crop less than 7,100,000 bales. 
The bears diseredit the report. recei pts 
at the porfs and imterior towns were very light, 
which also had its effect.

In a suit against a railroad 
company for damages from its negligence in 
not keeping in good order its road and roadbed 
onan embankment through which ran a cal- 
vert, testimony to the effect that a 
certain point before reaching the 
place of the _ disaster, and where 
trouble had previously occurred from the 
track’s rising from quicksand pressure in wet 
weather, was found on arrival to bein good 
condition and being watched by section forces, 
and that after passing that point the company’s 
servants apprehended no _ further danger, 
“having passed the only point at which there 
was any particular reason to apprehend dari- 
ger,’’ should not have been excluded. 

2. What citizens of that particular locality, 
attracted to the cu:vert where the accident 
occurred, stated as to the rain, height of water 
and its effects, etc., was mere heresay, and was 
properly excluded. . 

3. The testimony of one of the company’s 
gervants that it was always his custom to care- 
fully examine the bridges and culverts on the 
road, was not admissible. 

4. The rules of the company, placed in evi- 
dence by the plaintiff, requiring the road-mas- 
ter to go or send to any point on the road at 
which he had reason to apprehend there 
might be danger, it being his business to ex- 
amanine the road and know its condifion, and 
he having testified that about three hours be-' 
fore the accident he went down into the water. 
and examined the culvert under the embank- 
ment,and found everything as he thought safe, 
it was error to exclude his testimony that he 
‘apprehended no danger there,’”’ and that he 
“‘thought there might be danger’ at another 
place to which he had sent the road hands. 

5. Testimony that there was no reason why 
the culvert should have been suspected by the 
company’s servants, and that there was no in- 
dic’tion of danger to require men to watch it, 
was not admissible, it not appearing that the 
witnesses were experts or knew anything of 
railroad embankments or culverts, although 
they lived in the neighborhood, and had stated 
the facts and circumstances of the rainfall as 
touching the culvert in question. , 

6. Exclusion of testimony that the witness 
could ‘‘account for this washing only by the 
fact that this particular point the flood was so 
much more sudden and severe, amounting in 
fact toa regular water-spout,’’ and that he 
knew “nothing more than that the officers 
and employes were all anxious to prevent acci- 
dent, usedin this case all the diligence and 
care possible under the circumstances to pre- 
vent accident and to discover and repair dam- 
age from the heavy rain, so excessive and un- 
usual in its character and suddenness,’’ was 
not error. 

_%. The pressure of the case is upon the ques- 
tion whether the company was negligent in 
not knowing of the waghout, so as to have 
given the plaintiff due notice and warning; 
and this is a question for the jury; but it was 
not brought to their attention with sufticient 
prominence in the charge of the court.

THE RED STAR FERTILIZER. 


He Declines te Admit It to Salein Georgia— 
Professor White’s Analysis and the Com- 
missioner’s Decision. 


The Red Star Ferric Fertilizer company, of 
whom ex-President Jackson, of the state alli- 
ance, is general agent, has been ruled out of 
this state by Commissioner Henderson. 

These goods are manufactured by the Star 
Slaughtering and Phosphate company, of 
Washington, C. H., Ohio, and, it is claimed, 
form a new discovery in agricultural science. 
But the fertilizer does not seem to meet the 
requirements of the Georgia law. Commis- 
sioner Henderson says: 

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE, Atlanta, Ga., 
February 10, 1890.—Some time since a brand of 
fertilizer, under the name of the “Red Star Ferric 
Fertilizer,” was presented at the office of the com- 
missioner of agriculture for inspection, analysis 
andsale in Georgia. Soon after the arrival of the 
goods a request for inspection was called for. Ac- 
cordingly samples were drawn and promptly for- 
wardeu to the chemist. At the same time the 
chemist was requested, after a thorough examina- 
tion of both the circular and the sample, to report 
in writing, his opinion as to the utility and 
admissability of the goods into the markets of the 
state. His reply thereto is herewith appended: 

ATHENS, Ga., January 29, 1890.—Hon. J. T. Hen- 
derson, Commissioner of Agriculture, Atlanta, 
Ga. DearSir: At your request I have examined 
the circular of the “Star Slaughtering and Phos- 
phate company,” of W ashington C. H., Ohio, and 
also a sample of their Red Star Ferrie Fertilizer, 
sch damanaaa by you with their request for inspec- 

on 

This article appears to bechiefly silica and the 
oxides of iron and alumina, with about ten per 
eent of phosphorié acid, all of which is insoluble, 
Potash and ammonia are said to be present in pro- 
portions of net more than one per cent each. 

Under the general laws of this state a merchant- 
able fertilizer must contain those substances 
which are generally recognized as being genuine 
plant foods—viz. : Available phosphoric ae id, pot- 
ash and amnimonia—and in certain minimum pro- 
portions. Itistrue that certain articles are ad- 
mitted togale under the general name of “‘chem- 
icals,”’ which do n@® fulfill the minimum require- 
ments in all particulars, but such articles are 
always such as are found to contain some of the 
plant foods named in excessive proportions. 

While this department would not care to enter 
into an argument with the proprietors of this or 
any other article as to the possible value of sand, 
clay, oxide of iron, or any other substance, or any 
pec ‘uliar mixture or combination of them for fertil- 
izing purposes, it seems to me that the laws as at 
present framed clearly look to the exclusion from 
our markets of any article as a “fertilizer” which 
does not conform, either in letter or in spirit, to 
- stated requirements as to contents of plant- 

ood, 

lam, therefore, clearin my opinion that this 
“Red Star Ferric Fertilizer” should not be admit- 
ted to sale in this state. Very truly yours,

After a careful consideration of tho views above 
set forth, I have prepared the following facts 
which will be explanatory and 1 hope Satisfying 
to those who are intcrestedin the matter of the 
‘*Red Star Ferric Fertilizer.”’ 

The whole object of the inspection laws of the 
state is to protect the farmers from imposition by 
fraudulent fertilizers and the commissioner being 
charged therewith, would failin .his duty did he 
not act promptly in all such cases. 

The inspection tags attached to a sack or other 
package of a fertilizer, is the ofticial proclamation 
of the commissioner of agriculture that a farmer 
may safely purchese the goods. The tags should, 
therefore, not be attached to any goods unless the 
commissioner is entirely satisfied that they are 
genuine and undeubted fertilizers, competent to 
fulfill the purposes for which commercial fertili- 
zers are universally purchased and used. The com- 
missioner is assisted by the terms of the law in ar- 
riving at a judgment as to what constitutes a 
genuine fertillzer. Certain substances are speci- 
fiel as recognized plant food, as available*phos- 
phoric acid, ammonia and potash; and in manipu- 
lated goods, even the proportions are pre- 
scribed. It is true that certain articles, such 
as land plaster, which does not contain these spec- 
ified ingredients are regularly inspected and 
tagged when found to be of good quality, but 
these are articles such as universal experience 
and practice have shown to be valuable for fertil- 
izing purposes. The ‘Red Star Ferric Fertilizer” 
does not elaim (nor does the analysis show it) to 
contain any of the plant food specified in the 
law, (in appreciable amount at least,) nor to be 
such a material as common and general usage has 
approved as a fertilizer. In the circular issued by 
the manufacturers of the goods, a full and lengthy 
statement is made covering the ‘theory’? upon 
which the goods are compounded, the ‘discover- 
ies’’ which had led toit and the “claims” made 

for the ‘‘fertilizer’’ compounded in accordance 
with the theory, the composition of the article 
being very frankly stated to be chiefly oxide 
of iron, silica, alumina and small proportions 
of phosphates, organic matter, etc. I have read 
the circular with care, and examined the fertilizer. 
Without wishing to be arbitrary or dogmatic in 
the expression of an opinion, and with every dis- 
position to secure. to the farmers of our state all 
the advantages of new discoyeries in the sciences 
relating to agriculture, and of better and cheaper 
methods of preparing fertilizers, I am still con- 
strained to say that the circular referred to adds 
nothing to our knowledge of the growth and feed- 
ing of plants; contains many assertions which are 
misleading, and others which have been long since 
proven to be incorrect; proposes a theory of fer- 
tilization which is not tenable, and offers as 
the final result of its ‘discoveries’ and 
claims of so-calied “fertilizers’’ composed mainly 
of cheep, common substances, such as sand and 
oxide of iron, which are contained in abundance 
in all soils. 

Therefore, Ido not think that I, the commis- 
sicner of agriculture, would be justified in giving 
my ofticivl indorsement of the value of the goods 
as a fertilizer by permitting the inspection tags to 
be applied thereto. 

The law; however, goes even farther. The com- 
missioner is required to prohibit the sale of an ar- 
ticle, which, in his judgmem® is not reasonably 
suited to use as a fertilizer. It would seem that 
to refuse to inspect carries with it the prohibition 
of sale. J. T. HENDERSON,

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Joe Jefferson on Forrest | 


A Very Comical Account of a Stage Fiasco, 

At the conclusion of a Richmond engage- 
ment, writes Joe Jefferson in the February 
Century, the company journeyed to Washing- 
ton, where we were to open with Forrest as 
Metamora—a character that he detested and 
one that the pubiic admired. Forrest was al- 
ways in a state of intense irritation dar 
ing the rehearsal and performance 
of this drama. Irregularities that he 
would have overlooked under ordinary circuin- 
stances were now magnified to an enormous 
size, sothat when he donned the buckskin 
phirt and stuck the hunting-knife of the 
American savage in his wampum belt he was 
ready to scalp any offending actor who dared to 
cross his path. The copper-colored liquid with 
which he stained his cheeks might literally 
have been called war paint. 

At the rehearsal the poor property man, old 
Jake Search, gotinto a dreadful state of ner- 
wousness and everything went wrong. The 
tragedian naturally held me, as stage manager, 
responsible for these accidents, particularly as 
the unlucky Jake would conceal himself be- 
hind set pieces or mysteriously disappear 
through traps as each mishap occurred. Inthe 
midst of this dreadful vances Bes principally 
brought out by his own ill-humor, Forrest 
turned on me, saying that he would not act 
that night, and strode out ofthe theater. I 
hurried through the front of the house, and 
heading him off in the alley addressed him, as 
mearly as I can remember, in the following 
words: 

‘‘Mr. Forrest, before yon decide upon this 
step let me state an important fact, that per- 
haps has not crossed your mind.” He saw I 
was in earnest, and stopped short to listen, as 
ZT resumed: ‘Mr. Ford, the manager, is ab- 
sent, so I must take his responsibility to the 
public on myself. The blunders on the stage 
this morning have been unfortunate, perhaps 
culpabie, but you must pardon me _ for 
raying that your excited man- 
ner and somewhat unreasonable 
demands have coutributed not a little to con- 
fuse the company and bring about this dis- 
order. But be that as it may, there is anether 
and still more important matter to consider. 
Every seat in the theater is taken for tonight; 
the audience will crowd the house in expecta- 
tion of a great dramatic treat, to which they 
have been looking forward for some time. 

“If you decline to act, and so break your 
contract with the public, what course is left 
for me? Why, only this: I must wait for 
the vast concourse of people to assemble, 
and then go before them and explain the 
reason of yournon-appearance. I shall have 
to make a clear statement of the case, and say 
that you have refused to act because there 
were some slight discrepancies and irregulari- 
ties in the rehearsal. The public are, you 
know, quite unreasonble when their diversion 
is checked, and it is likely thatthey will be in- 
dignant at the disappointment, failing to see 
the reason as clearly as you may have done. 
Now, consider for a moment. Under these cir- 
cumstances will it not be more magnanimous 
in you to overlook the shortcomings and go on 
with the rehearsal] ?”’ 

He paused fora moment and said: “T will 
mot go back to the rehearsal. I am too much 
excited, and iny presence on the. stage now 
will only make matters worse; but if you will 
see that details are attended to, I will act to 
night’ 

promised to do so, and we parted. I was 
only too glad to get rid of him on those terms, 
in his then intemperate state of mind. I went 
back to the stage and dismissed the rehearsal, 
cautioning the actors to do what they 
could to render the night’s per- 
formance creditable. I now began to 
hunt up the delinquent and _ frightened 
property man, Jake Search-—an appropriate 
name for a fellow who needed so much |look- 
ing after—and discovered him hiding under 4 
ile of old scenery. “Is he gone?’ said 
arch. ‘‘Yes,’’ I answered, ‘“‘but he will re- 
turn tonight; so see that your properties are in 
good condition, or he will be the death of you.”’ 

The night came and matters progressed 
favorably until the council scene. One of 
the characters here, being overcome with 
mervousness, reversed his questions to Met- 
amora, giving the wrong lines, and of 
fourse receiving an absurd answer. The andi 
ence, recognizing the confusion of the dia- 
logue, began to laugh, and of course this made 
matters worse. The act terminates with the 
Indian’s great speech, ‘‘From the east to the 
west, from the north to the south, the loud 
cry of vengeance shall be heard!’ and here he 
hurls his knife into the centre of the stage, 
where it quivers a defiance as the curtain falls. 
In his anger and excitement the blade failed 
to stick in the stage and bounded into the or 
chestra, the handle hitting the double-bass 

layer on the top of the head, which was as 
_ sede of hair as a billiard ball; soas the 
¢urtain came down the old fellow was stamp- 
ing about and rubbing his bald pate to the de- 
light of the audience. 

I realized now that the storm had burst in 
earnest, and that a total wreck would soon fol- 
low. Knowing that I could not avert the ca- 
tastrophe, and having no desire to face the tra- 
gedian’s wrath, like.a politic butidisloyal cap- 
tain, I deserted the ship and went in front to 
see it godown. Byron says of a battle, ‘‘Oh, 
what asight tohim who has no friend or broth- 
er there!’’ to which Prentice adds, ‘‘and isnot 
there himself.’’ The latter was now my case. 
ZI was not there myself, and I did not intend to 
be; so from a secure corner of an upper 

rivate box I watched the progress of the most 

isastrous performance I had ever seen. 

As the curtain rises on the last act the tribe 
of Metamora should rush through the woods 
as their leader calls them; but by this time 
the braves were so frightened that they had 
become demoralized, and as the foremost rush- 
ed through the opening in the woods his long 
bow got crosswise between two trees. This 
not only precipitated the redskin over it, but 
the entire tribe followed, tumbling head 
over heels into the middle of 
stage. I trembled now lest the 
Injun”’ would refuse to ut 
an appearance. At last, to my relief, the 
audience quieted down and Forrest strode 
upon the stage. If I remember the story, at 
this polnt Metamora’s wife and children had 
been stolen away and murdered. His pathos 
was fine, and by his magnificent acting he re- 
duced his audience to attention and enthusi- 
asm. All was now going well, and I looked 
forward toa happy termination of the play, 
which I was thankful to know had nearly 
reached its climax.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, February 10.—The stock marke 
was dull and narrow today with a generally heavy 
toneéand some weak spots. The inilucnces of the 
bank statement of Saturday was still felt this 
morning, giving a bearish temper to the room, and 
as many operators here are waiting for a change 
in the minimum rate of discount of the Bank of 
England before venturing againon active opera- 
tions, buying was not of a pronounced character. 
The bears began with acombined attack upon 
Rock Island and sugar refineries, and succeeded in 
bringing about a decline of 149 per centin each, 
but while sugar rallied sharply, Rock Island 
wasted down. The decline was checked toward 
noon by the report of the discovery of an error in 
the pubiished bank statement of Saturday, but it
